Ortontells of his 
successes, failures

Bill Orton, the first Democrat to 
represent Utah’s 3rd Congressional 
District, never dreamed of becoming 
a politician. 

Orton said he was giving a speech in 
Hawaii on the state of the U.S. gov- 
ernment when two individuals asked 
him, “Why aren’t you in Congress? 
You seem to know a lot about govern- 
ment.” 

Orton said when he returned from 
his trip, the question bothered him so 
much he decided to run. 

“My decision to run for Congress 
was compulsive. I was a tax attorney 
at the time and barely filed my intent 
to register in time. It was one week 
before the deadline to register that I 
filed,” Orton said. 

The position as Congressman was 
to become his third profession. 

Orton received a bachelor’s degree 
in anthropology-archaeology and a 
law degree with an emphasis in tax 
from BYU. 

From there he worked for the In- 
ternal Revenue Service for several 
years, then broke off on his own as a 
tax attorney. He was licensed to prac- 
Hee in both Utah and Washington 

He has been told he is the only 
working tax attorney elected to an 
office in Washington. 

“IT had a little knowledge of how 
government operated, but I knew in 
order to win an election, I needed ex- 
posure. Everyone knew Karl Snow as 
a candidate, but no one knew Bill Or- 
ton; it was frustrating,” Orton said of 
the 1990 election. 

In the last week of the election, a 
few of Snow’s supporters ran an ad- 
vertisement that showed a picture of 
Snow with his family and another pic- 
ture of Orton by himself. 

“That was outrageous,” Orton said 
six months after the election. “As 
soon as I saw it I thought two things. 


First that it was outrageous that they 
would have to make an issue out of my 
marital status, implying I had no 
morals if I wasn’t married. My second 
thought was that I was winning. To 
do something like this so late in the 
campaign was an idiotic move, an act 
of lunacy.” 

Although Orton’s greatest victory 
might have been becoming a Con- 
gressman, this member of the BYU 
163rd Ward said his greatest failure is 
being unmarried. 

“T have failed to develop an eternal 
relationship with a woman. I came 
from a large family, and feel family is 
the most important aspect of a per- 
son’s life,” he said. 

Orton’s battles did not end with the 
election. He stilt has to work to get 
things done while on Capitol Hill. 

“Some days are wonderful,” he 
said. “There are days when you can 
see things are happening. Other days 
are depressing when youcan’t get 
anything done. All in all, things are 
going well.” 

Orton has also had to make some of 
the toughest decisions of his life. “The 
toughest decision I ever had to make 
was clearly the vote on allowing the 
president to use force in the Middle 
East. That decision was gut-wrench- 
ing. To be in office and have to vote on 
war and peace is a tough decision. 
You can’t vote to send people to a 
possible death without the decision 
affecting you,” he said. 

When Orton voted to allow the 
president to use force, he said he was 
voting his conscience. “I was con- 
vineed that was the way I should 
vote. I am sorely disappointed in the 
president and the Republican party 
for now making that vote a part of 
partisan politics,” Orton said. 

“They are using it as a partisan club 
against those who voted against the 
Persian Gulf resolution.” 

Orton said by making the resolu- 
tion a partisan issue, the president is 
affecting future cooperation by Con- 


gress. 
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Kurdish leader vows to free all lraq 


ZAKHO, Iraq — A top Kurdish leader made a triumphant return to 
rebel-held Iraqi territory Tuesday and vowed to fight until all Iraq is liber- 
ated. 

More than 10,000 cheering Kurds greeted the arrival of Jalal Talabani, who 
immediately met with other opposition leaders to discuss an interim govern- 
ment to topple President Saddam Hussein. 

“This is the first time ever that the whole of Iraqi Kurdistan has been 
liberated,” said Talabani, who has spent 30 years fighting for autonomy in the 
northern Kurdish region. 

Western reporters visiting this city along the Turkish border and Erbil, 90 
miles to the southeast, found both firmly in the hands of rebels whose fight 
began after Saddam’s defeat in the Gulf War for Kuwait. 

This was in contrast to the south, where refugees fleeing on Monday said 
troops loyal to Saddam had recaptured every southern city once held by Shiite 
Muslim guerrillas allied with Kurds to the north. 

But Talabani aides said they were beating back government forces in a 
battle midway between Zakho and the northern metropolis of Mosul, 60 miles 
south. 

At the United Nations on Tuesday, the leading Security Council members 
reached broad agreement on a new resolution that would clear the way for a 
permanent cease-fire in the war, Western diplomats said. 


lraqgi POWs wait, futures uncertain 


DHAHRAN, Saudi Arabia — Tens of thousands of Iraqi prisoners live in 
tent cities in the Saudi Arabian desert, passing the time with prayers and 
small talk as they wait to return to uncertain futures in their homeland. 

There is no evidence, however, that any of the Iraqi POWs have been 
recruited to fight against Saddam Hussein, said an official of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross. 

Commenting on reports this month that Iraqi insurgents sought to enlist the 
prisoners to overthrow the Iraqi government, the official said the Red Cross 
had inspected the camps and was quite satisfied no such activity was taking 
place. 

Speaking on condition of anonymity, the official described for the first time 
the conditions in the camps, which are run by Saudi Arabia because it was the 
host nation for Operation Desert Storm. 

He said 400 prisoners were captured in January before the air phase of the 
war that ended Feb. 28. 


Nu Skin accused of pyramid marketing 


Nu Skin International Inc., the Provo-based cosmetics company, was con- 
tacted this week by the Michigan attorney general’s office for possible illegal 
marketing structures, a Nu Skin official said. 

“They have some questions and concerns that we are a pyramid,” said Jason 
Chaffetz, a spokesman for Nu Skin. 

Michigan Attorney General Frank Kelley issued a 10-day notice of intent to 
file a lawsuit if Nu Skin could not satisfactorily resolve his concerns that the 
company operates a pyramid scheme. 

Nu Skin responded immediately to Michigan’s assistant attorney general 
and scheduled a meeting for the second week in April, Chaffetz said. 

Kelley said that based on inquiries to his office, he believed Nu Skin 
distributors could earn money and prizes by getting a certain number of people 
to become distributors and buy at least $100 worth of products a month, 
according to the Associated Press. 

“We are entirely confident that we are within the law,” Chaffetz said. 

Nu Skin distributors do not operate on a pyramid structure; they have to sell 
their product to make money, Chaffetz said. 


5.5 million American children go hungry 


WASHINGTON — One in eight American children goes hungry and is far 
more likely to become sick and miss school than youngsters who get enough to 
eat, according to a study released Tuesday. 

Those 5.5 million children come from the poorest families, according to the 
new study, described as the most comprehensive survey of childhood hunger 
in America. Those families spend so much of their income on housing that they 
can afford an average of only 68 cents per person of each meal. 

“The study paints a disturbing picture of the day-to-day struggle of low-in- 
come households to maintain a nutritionally adequate diet,” said Robert 
Fersh, executive director of the Food Research and Action Center, a nutrition 
advocacy organization based here. 

“Tt shows that shelter costs dominate the budgets of most households, 
leaving little moneysfor food and other necessities,” he said. “It shows that 
many working families, including those with a member employed full-time, 
cannot escape hunger.” 


Anti-leukemia drug shows early success 


PHOENIX —~ Doctors said Tuesday they have found a way to alert the 
body’s immune system to hunt down cancer cells after bone marrow trans- 
plants for leukemia in an effort to wipe out lingering traces of the disease. 

The new technique, still highly experimental, uses the common transplant 
drug cyclosporine to confuse disease-killing blood cells so they attack the 
patients’ own body, believing it is foreign. 

“Nobody really understands the phenomenon yet, except that it appears to 
a an anti-leukemia effect,” said Dr. Robert B. Geller of the University of 

icago. 

About 40 to 50 people worldwide have been treated this way for leukemia 
and lymphoma. Bone marrow transplants were once limited to young patients 
with blood cancers. But now they are being used in a variety of cancers in 
steadily older patients. 

Initially, doctors attempted transplants in people who had cancers of the 
marrow tissue that makes blood cells. They killed the cancerous marrow with 
radiation and then replaced it with marrow taken froma closely related donor.

Bagley had found his calling in life 
and decided to apply for a position 
with The Universe. The only prob- 
lem: BYU already had an editorial 
cartoonist named Steve Benson. 

“T was impressed enough with Pat’s 
work to put him on the Spring-Sum- 
mer Universe staff,’ wrote Nelson 
Wadsworth, former executive editor 
of The Daily Universe, in a book that 
collected the best of The Universe 
cartoons. “When Fall Semester 1978 
rolled around and Benson returned, 
we were faced with the difficult task 
of choosing between Pat and Steve for 
The Daily Universe political cartoon- 
ist. Finally, I threw up my hands, 
stuck out my neck and hired them 
both.” 

“BYU is famous for producing 
quarterbacks, but it is just as good at 
producing cartoonists,” said Lee 
Warnick, journalism advisor for 
Ricks College. 

“The cartoonists never felt there 
was any competition,” Bagley said. “I 
know that the quarterbacks were not 
going after our jobs.” 

Benson and Bagley, however, are 
just part of the BYU cartoon story. 
The first was Calvin Grondahl. 

“You've never met a guy who had 
more talent who didn’t know it,” War- 
nick said. Warnick worked at The 
Deseret News with Grondahl. He also 
worked on The Daily Universe with 
Benson and Bagley. 

“There are two talents in cartoon- 
ing,” Warnick said. “There is the art 
or drawing ability, and the ideas. ... 
Each (of the cartoonists) excels in a 
different way. Steve is superior in 
art. Pat is superior in ideas, and Gron- 
dahl is the most insightful person I 
have ever met.” 

“Pm what you call an under- 
achiever,” Grondahl said in a recent 
interview. “I am one of the least ag- 
gressive cartoonists around. I’m 
more comfortable doing daily life, but 
editorial cartooning is my bread and 
butter.” 

Grondahl began cartooning for The 
Daily Universe back in the “old” days, 
when Lee Benson, Deseret News 
Sports Editor, was a BYU 
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sportswriter and Dale Van Atta; heir 
apparent for Jack Anderson’s column, 
“The Washington Merry-go-round,” 
was managing editor. 

“T wound up going in there one day 
on the advice of one of my professors 
and told (Van Atta) I drew cartoons,” 
Grondahl said. “He said ‘oh yeah,’ and 
showed me two editorials that were 
running in the next paper. I cut a 
class, drew both cartoons and they 
ran them both.” 

After BYU, Grondahl spent 13 
years with The Deseret News. He 
later moved to the Ogden Standard 
Examiner to find more freedom in his 
work. “He is one of the great unap- 
preciated cartoonists in the country,” 
Bagley said. “He discovered the Mor- 
mon cartoon.” 

Grondahl has published four books 
on LDS culture, one on Utah and is 
working on another project about the 
environment and the West. 

“T like to talk about life and what’s 
going on in peoples’ heads. I like to 
break things down and see them as 
they are,” Grondahl said. “I’m a hypo- 
critical environmentalist, but life is 
full of compromises.” 

The next cartoonist to fill Gron- 
dahl’s shoes at BYU was the grand- 
son of President Ezra Taft Benson. 

Steve Benson began working with 
The Daily Universe in 1976 as an ad- 
vertising illustrator. He later stepped 
in to fill the position of cartoonist. 

Wadsworth said that Benson gave 
him a call from his home town of Dal- 
las, ‘Texas, and said, “I’ve seen the 
light and have decided to change my 
major to political science.” Benson 
had been a graphic design major. 
“Can I start my career as a political 
cartoonist at The Daily Universe?” 

Benson and Bagley had a good rela- 
tionship at work. 

“There were two spots for cartoons 
in The Universe and Steve and I 
would take turns at the top and bot- 
tom,” Bagley said. They even worked 
together to compile a book, “I Am 
Appalled,” of their best cartoons. 

“They had two totally different per- 
sonalities when it came to drawing,” 
Warnick said. “Bagley would come in, 
and in one hour or two, say ‘here’s my 
cartoon.’ Steve came in as early as 1 
p.m. and would work until 11 or 12 at 
night. It was always the last thing to 
goin the box before publishing,” War- 
nick said. 

Their art styles are different too. 

“It wasn’t good enough for (Ben- 
son) just to draw a head of lettuce,” 
Warnick said. “He had to go into his 
clip file, find a head of lettuce and 
draw from that. It wasn’t good 
enough just to draw a Marine, he had 
to find a picture of a Marine and make 
everything accurate.” 

Grondahl said Bagley’s style is 
more simple, and he draws people 
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that don’t detract from the purposé of 
the cartoon. “A lot of times my art 
overpowers my ideas,” he said. 

The main idea behind eartoons,*he 
said, is to point out life’s idiosyn- 
crasies. “I think it’s the irony.:When I 
draw my cartoons I try te draw the 
difference in the way we want life to 
be and the way it is. If everybody did 
the right thing, cartoonists would be 
out of business.”

WASHINGTON :— Attacks on missionaries for The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints and chapels in 
South America may be related to terrorists protesting the 
U.S. role in the Persian Gulf War; a Utah senator’s aide 


says. 


Two Peruvian natives, Manuel Hidalgo, 22, and Chris- 
tian Ugarte, 21, were shot and killed last Aug. 22 in 
Batanyaqui while serving proselyting missions. 

A sign left by their bodies said in Spanish, “This is how 


imperialists’ supporters die.” 


At the same time, the United States was amassing its 
forces in the Persian Gulf, said Laura Snow-Turner, press 
secretary to Republican Sen. Jake Garn. 

Snow-Turner said State Department officials have spec- 
ulated that many of the attacks on 17 LDS chapels in Peru 
this year were done by terrorist groups who view the 


protesting the United States’ leadership of a multinational 
coalition arrayed against Iraq. The State Department also 
provided a translation of a flier distributed by a group 
claiming responsibility for such attacks, the Tupac Amaru 
Revolutionary Movement, whose members are alleged to 


have killed Hidalgo and Ugarte. 


It said the group’s “anti-imperialist campaign against 
the establishments and premises of North American inter- 
ests” attacked the Church in reprisal “for one of the most 
bloody and inhumane wars by which Yankee imperialism 


displays its contempt for Iraq and all the Arab peoples.” 


The flier also accused the United States of waging war 
“without importance to the lives of the civilian population 
and solely to control the petroleum supplies and fix the 
world price of crude oil at a level in keeping with its 
interests.” Another Peruvian group that has threatened 
LDS targets is the Sendero Luminoso, or “Shining Path.”

Kremlin rally ban

MOSCOW — Kremlin authorities 
put up concrete barriers Tuesday at 
both ends of Red Square to enforce 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev's three-week 
ban on rallies, but radicals scoffed at 
the ban and planned even bigger 
demonstrations. 

The anti-Communist coalition 
Democratic Russia denounced the So- 
viet president’s decree Tuesday that 
gives the Interior Ministry direct con- 
trol over the capital’s police force and 
increases his power to enforce the 
ban. The move also was bitterly op- 
posed by the Moscow city govern- 
ment, which is led by democratic re- 
formists. 

“All this testifies to the de facto 
introduction of a state of emergency 
and the intention to further stifle and 
destroy the beginnings of democracy 
in the Soviet Union,” said Yuri 
Afanasyev, a leading reformer and 
member of Democratic Russia. 

A decision Monday by Gorbachev’s 
Cabinet to ban all demonstrations and 
marches until April 15 triggered fears 
of a major confrontation on the city’s 
streets. Prime Minister Valentin 
Pavlov has ordered the military, the 
KGB and other agencies to enforce 
the order. 

Pavlov said the ban was intended to 
prevent violence during the session of. 
the Russian Federation parliament 
that starts Thursday. Hard-liners in 
parliament intend to expose its 
leader, Boris N. Yeltsin, Gorbachev’s 
top foe, to a no-confidence vote. 

The ban also is intended to prevent 
people from taking to the streets after 
April 2, when up to tenfold price in- 
creases go into effect for many con- 
sumer goods. 

Democratic Russia said it expected 
at least 500,000 people to attend a 
rally scheduled for Thursday. 

Yeltsin’s demands for greater au- 
tonomy for the Russian republic have 
become a rallying point for similarly 
minded leaders in other republics. 

Authorities began putting their or- 
der into force Tuesday. Barriers cut 
off access to Red Square, the cobble- 
stoned area outside the Kremlin that 
is the symbolic heart of national 


power, from adjacent Manezh 
Square, a frequent site for rallies. 

Vadim Bakatin, a member of Gor- 
bachev’s National Security Council, 
said “regular police measures” would 
be used to enforce the ban. Moscow 
Police Chief Pyotr Bogdanov said ex- 
tra officers would be put on duty and 
more barricades erected, but he and 
Bakatin said no tanks, armored per- 
sonnel carriers or tear gas would be 
used. 

“Despite anything the Pavlov-Gor- 
bachev team might do... the rally and 
demonstration will take place,” orga- 
nizer Lev Shemayev told a news con- 
ference. 

The group said marchers would 
gather at two spots in Moscow and 
march toward Manezh Square. If 
blocked by police, marchers will turn 
back rather than provoke a confronta- 
tion, another organizer, Igor 
Kharichev, said. 

Democratic Russia also planned 
picketing around the Kremlin Thurs- 
day. It already has received permits 
for the rally from the Moscow City 
Council. 

The council protested the ban and 
police order, and some council mem- 
bers plan to figure prominently in 
Thursday’s rally “to take every effort 
to ensure the safety of our voters,” 
said Alexander Osovtsov, a member 
of both the council and Democratic 
Russia. 

Democratic Russia has asked Gor- 
bachev to resign and demanded he 
meet with opposition groups to dis- 
cuss forming a new government. 

The coalition of numerous small 
democratic parties has little political 
influence, but has proven its ability to 
call masses into the streets in defense 
of reformist leaders and demands. 

“My personal opinion is that any 
bans, any prohibitions, are not very 
good in the context of the democratic 
policies which I continue to believe 
that we are following,” Bakatin said. 

Gorbachev’s order Tuesday cre- 
ated a new Interior Ministry depart- 
ment for Moscow and the Moscow re- 
gion under Deputy Interior Minister 
Ivan Shilov. Gorbachev said the de- 
partment was needed to “ensure pub- 
lic order.” 


There’s more to Joe than Just Geneva

Joe Cannon likes to refer to Geneva 
Steel as his “Mom and Pop” steel com- 
pany. Others call it “the little steel 
mill that could.” 

“I know people drive by and look at 
us and just think ‘big business.’ I 
know a lot of people like to make me 
out as just this awful ‘Ayatollah Can- 
non,’ ” Cannon said. “But, I think if 
you knew me — if you came to my 
house — you'd see that I’m not this 
big, high rolling businessman that ey- 
eryone thinks I am.” 

As president of Geneva Steel, Can- 
non has been at the center of much 
controversy. But, the controversy 
aside, he has had a very successful 
business career. 

His career began with a BYU expe- 
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rience to which many BYU students 
could probably relate. 
Just like many freshmen, Cannon 


-got off to a rather slow start. 


“T didn’t really have any great ac- 
complishments. I guess not getting 
kicked out my freshman year was an 
accomplishment,” Cannon said. 

“As a freshman at Hinckley Hall, I 
just didn’t wake up in the morning. 
Nobody was there to tell me to get up; 
so I didn’t.” 

Cannon said his grades suffered in 
the beginning, but improved later. 

“Like many freshmen, I went on a 
mission, got reformed and came back 
and did much better,” Cannon said. 

After returning from a mission in 
Ireland for The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints, Cannon’s 
grades improved. He and his wife Jan 
graduated in 1974. “We didn’t go to 
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the graduation ceremony. That was 
the day we got married,” he said. 

The graduation and wedding day 
were followed by success. 

After obtaining a law degree at 
BYU in 1977, Cannon practiced law in 
Washington D.C. and was later hired 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency where he was appointed the 
associate administrator for policy and 
resource management. 

He says one of his earliest and 
greatest achievements in the busi- 
ness world was being the sole sur- 
vivor of the “great purge” of the EPA 
in 1983. Cannon said that was the 
year President Reagan “cleaned up 
the EPA” and ordered the much pub- 
licized ousting of several agency offi- 
cials, including EPA Director Anne 
M. Burford. 

“At first, I didn’t worry too much

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about it,” Cannon said. “I figured I 
was a basically honest gtry and that 
I'd ride it out. But then I noticed the 
people around mie were dropping like 
flies.” 

And drop they did. When all was 
said and done, the Washington Post 
reported more than 20 top-level offi- 
cials had been eliminated, Only Can- 
non remained from Burford’s original 
management team. The new director, 
William Ruckelshaus, appointed him 
to be the assistant administrator for 
air and radiation. 

It is ironic that Cannon is under fire 
from local environmentalists - who 
have a much lower opinion of him than 


those in Washington. In fact, many ~ 


people in Washington were surprised 
by his return to Utah. 

Between the EPA and Geneva 
Steel, he practiced law for two years 
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as a partner at Pillsbury, Madison & 
Sutro. 

“There was a big article about me in 
‘The American Lawyer.’ They 
couldn’t believe that a partner at a 
place like Pillsbury & Madison would 
leave to do something stupid like buy 
a steel mill,” Cannon said. 

Those who work with him say Can- 
non is not stupid, but they joke that 
he may be a little “weird.” 

Cannon’s Executive Vice-Presi- 
dent Robert Grow likes to rib Cannon 
about his childhood. “Ask him about 
Death Valley,” Grow said as he inter- 
rupted an interview with Cannon last 
week. 

“My father was a little different,” 
Cannon said. “One day he came in and 
said, ‘let’s walk Death Valley,’ So we 
did. The long way. In the middle of 
July.”

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BYU develops space project

A group of BYU students and faculty hopes to be some 
of the first to take high resolution motion pictures of soft 
X-rays emitted by the sun. 

“Up to date there have been no high resolution, soft 
X-ray motion pictures taken of the sun,” said Branton 
Campbell, a physics major from Provo, who is working on 
the project. 

Members of the project have designed a self-contained 
and automated telescope to be carried up as part of the 
NASA space shuttle “Get Away Special” or GAS Can 
program, said Ward Moody, assistant professor of astron- 
omy and physics. The program allows groups to have 
projects in canisters carried up in the space shuttle cargo 
bay. During the flight astronauts start the self-contained 
projects. 

The project is being called the Goldhelox project. The 
name is a combination of words: gold, for the color of the 
sun; helo, meaning sun; and x, for X-ray, Moody said. 
Early during the project the group checked with others in 
the field to see if it had been done, Campbell said. 

Soft X-ray photographs record X-rays that are less 
powerful and in a specific part of the X-ray wave spec- 
trum. Moody and Campbell said soft X-ray pictures of the 
sun have been taken before, but their group hopes to have 
higher resolution pictures. 

The improved resolution means the pictures will be 
sharper and better defined. The pictures will also be taken 
with time increments of 10 seconds between each shot to 
produce a motion-picture effect. 

Part of the group’s plan is to use a special mirror that 
can reflect specific X-rays in a way similar to light. The 
mirror allows the telescope to focus specific X-rays with 
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more precision and was partially developed by BYU pro- 
fessor Larry Knight of the Physics and Astronomy De- 
partment. 

“The problem with X-rays is that they don’t bounce off 
glass like light does. ... Obviously they don’t because they 
go through you. That is why they are so useful to doctors,” 
Moody said. 

What makes the mirrors work has to do with “obscure 
physics stuff that they teach you,” Moody said. The mir- 
rors are constructed using a multi-layer design to help 
them focus soft X-rays better. 

Because the pictures will form a motion picture of sorts, 
the group will be able to study the changes between 
frames to see how solar flares develop and what might 
cause them. 

With this approach it will be possible to see a solar flare 
in the process of forming, Moody said. The telescope will 
take 35 pictures in 10-second frame increments 20 times 
during the mission, to total approximately 700 pictures, 
Campbell said. 

The sun goes through cycles when solar flares are more 
likely. This is one of the years they expect solar flare 
activity to be higher, Campbell said. 

Because the project has to be automated the group has 
also designed a special computer to help align the tele- 
scope with the sun and track it during its operation, 
Campbell said. 

The project began three years ago as a technical writing 
project by James Maxwell. Campbell said the paper out- 
lined how they planned to do the project. Since its begin- 
ning the group has involved more than 100 students. 

The group is now setting up a date with NASA, Moody 
said. He expects the project to go up within the next 18 
months. The group hopes to analyze the film and publish 
the project’s results.

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Fantasy author lives a quiet life

To that wide group of readers who 
know and love Orson Scott Card’s 
books, he is a premier science fiction 
and fantasy writer. To his friends on 
the stake high council in Greensboro, 
N.C., he’s a tenor. 

“They (Card and his family) really 
enjoy living in relative anonymity 
back East,” said Linda Brummett, 
the manager of the general book de- 
partment at BYU and a close friend of 
the Card family. “They know him as 
‘the high council member with the 
beautiful voice,’ not ‘the high council 
member who writes science fiction.’ ” 

But write science fiction, he does. 
Card, a BYU alumnus, has published 
more than 20 novels and short story 
collections as well as dozens of indi- 
vidual stories in magazines and jour- 
nals. By doing so, he has earned a 
reputation as a writer, and he has the 
awards to prove it. 

His best-sellers, “Ender’s Game” 
and “Speaker for the Dead,” won 
back-to-back Hugos and Nebulas, the 
two most important awards given in 
the science fiction world. 

Taking a break from science fiction 
and fantasy, his 1984 historical saga 
“Saints” was named novel of the year 
by the Association of Mormon Let- 
ters. 

Card has done more than write suc- 
cessfully. He has been an editor for 
Compute! Books and the Ensign 
magazine, and has written many 
plays. 

These include a musical about 
polygamy, “Father, Mother, Mother 
and Mom,” which was performed at 
the Summer Theater at Sundance. 

“T’'m afraid it didn’t do too well,” 
Brummett said, laughing. “The out- 
of-town audience just didn’t pick up 
on all the inside jokes.” 

Card was born in Richland, Wash. , 
Aug. 24, 1951. He studied at BYU, 
earning a bachelor’s degree in theater

in 1975. He also operated a repertory 
theater group in Provo from 1974 to 
1975. 

“He was one of my prize students,” 
said Charles W. Whitman, a BYU 
professor of theatre and film. “He was 
very outspoken with his own ideas 
about things. He was the sort of stu- 
dent some teachers don’t like, but

some teachers love.” 

Whitman, who directed and as- 
sisted in several of Card’s productions 
at BYU, said Card was so skilled that 
he could write an entire play over a 
weekend. 

Card wrote “Stone Tables,” a play 
about the Ten Commandments, while 
he was serving a mission in Brazil for 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints. 

“He was serving in the mission 
home, I believe,” recalled Whitman, 
“and he sent it (‘Stone Tables’) to me 
in three installments. I would make 
suggestions and send it back.” 

The play was produced at BYU 
while Card was still a missionary. 

Card showed his appreciation to 


Whitman by including him in the dedi- 
cation in “Red Prophet,” one of Card’s 
best-selling fantasy novels. 

After his mission and graduation, 
Card married Kristine Allen in 1977. 
They have three children: Geoffrey, 
12; Emily, 10; and Charlie, 7, who 
suffers from cerebral palsy. 

Card went on to study and teach at 
the University of Utah and Notre 
Dame University before settling in 
Greensboro to write full time. 

It was after the family moved to 
North Carolina that Card was called 
by the LDS Church Missionary De- 


| partment to re-write the script for the 
| Hill Cumorah Pageant. The new 


pageant was first performed in 1988. 
Although Card has left BYU be- 


| hind, BYU hasn’t forgotten him. Be- 
| sides the fact his books are big sellers 
| in the BYU Bookstore and he is rou- 


tinely invited back to lecture, his 
works are part of curriculum. At least 
two BYU professors use Card’s nov- 
els in their courses. Steven C. 
Walker, a professor of English, has 
taught a Christian fantasy literature 
course for 10 years and uses Card’s 
works extensively. He calls Card’s 
novels “intellectual experiences.” 

“His (Card’s) biggest advantage,” 
Walker said, “is the realism of his reli- 
gious views. It holds up well with the 
very best Christian fantasy writing.” 

Bruce Jorgensen, another English 
professor, agrees. Jorgensen said he 
likes to use Card’s award-winning 
“Ender’s Game” in his history of civi- 
lization course because “the book taps 
into some of the most central ideas 
presented to us by any literature.” 

Jorgensen describes the story of 
“Einder’s Game,” in which a young 
boy, trained to be the last defense of 
humankind against a supposedly hos- 
tile alien race, accidentally destroys 
the entire alien civilization. 

This tale of fearing the stranger, of 
lashing out against the “bug-eyed 
monsters, says something about one 
of the deepest things in human cul-

Often those who know or who have 
read any of the work of Hugh Nibley, 
professor emeritus of religion and his- 
tory, author and scholar, speak of 
gratitude and debt. 

“As a university community and as 
a people, we owe an immeasurable 
debt to Hugh Nibley for his unique 
contributions to our lives. His work 
has changed us all,” said John W. 
Welch, professor of law and director 
of special projects at the Religious 
Studies Center, in a book honoring 
Nibley on his 80th birthday. 

Stephen Ricks, president of the 
Foundation for Ancient Research and 
Mormon Studies (FARMS), said he 
feels a real sense of gratitude. He said 
he first started reading Nibley’s 
works as a teen-ager and his mind was 
set on fire. 

“T began to see things about the 
world and about the gospel that I had 
never seen before and might not oth- 
erwise have seen if I hadn’t been in- 


troduced to them by him. I think that 


sense of wonder that is there, made 
available through some of his in- 
sights, has continued.” 

Many people have described Nib- 
ley’s knowledge as encyclopedic. The 
volumes of his work can be described 
similarly. 

The bibliography of his works, 
which is described as “incomplete,” 
comprises 87 pages of text. The cata- 
log of materials published by 
FARMS, which has published his col- 
lected works, lists more than 100 
books, essays, tapes and videos by 
Nibley. 

“The Collected Works of Hugh Nib- 
ley” to date comprises nine volumes. 
Ricks said three more volumes will be 
published this year. Between 16 and 
18 volumes are expected to be pub- 
lished in the collected works, he said. 

“We feel what Nibley has done is a 
legacy that will have value for suc- 
ceeding generations, and so we have 
felt it worthwhile to preserve it by 
putting it all into a series that would 
be readily accessible to the members 
of the Church,” Ricks said. 

Nibley joined the BYU faculty in 
1946. He said, “I kept dreaming of 
mountains, so I had to come.” He was 
born March 27, 1910, in Portland, 
Ore. He graduated summa cum laude 
from the University of California at 
Los Angeles and completed his doc- 
torate as a University Fellow at the 
University of California at Berkeley.

Nibley said when he first came to 
BYU he said if God would perform a 
miracle, God would make a good 
school out of BYU. “I emphasized the 
fact that if that ever happened, it 
could only be by a miracle,” he said. 

“But I believe it’s happening — 
that’s the point — I believe the mira- 
cle is taking place,” he said. 

Nibley said what he enjoys most 
about his work is “the chance that I’m 
able to quote scripture anytime I jolly 
well feel like it.” 

He said other universities put pres- 
sure on him and advised him not to 
talk too much about religion. 

“Since religion is the essence of our 
existence, you simply have to have it. 
That’s why I’m here, because I’m free 
to quote scripture anytime I want, 
without apology. That, and of course, 
my dreams about the mountains,” he 
said. 

Welch said one shouldn’t go to BYU 
without watching “Faith of an Ob- 
server: Conversations with Hugh 
Nibley,” a video in which Nibley talks 
about his life, spiritual experiences, 
education and the meaning of the tem- 
ple. Or, “at least, brushed intellectual 
shoulders with or picked up intellec- 
tual crumbs from this man,” he said. 
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Nibley said the most important 
thing students can take with them 
when they graduate is a definite idea 
of what things they would like to 
learn, a list of priorities. 

“That changes from year to year, 
but that is what you take with you 
when you go, so you don’t let up,” he 
said. 

“One of the other excitements that 
one cannot help but feel in working 
with Nibley or the Nibley material is 
the sense of wonder that he has. A 
real excitement about what he is dis- 
covering. And you sense his rich 
imagination,” Ricks said. 

Welch said Nibley’s main contribu- 
tions have dealt with the temple and 
The Book of Mormon, Another Testa- 
ment of Jesus Christ. 

Nibley said, “Religion has to do 
with one question — eternal life. Is 
there such a thing as eternal life? No 
church answers that today — they 
avoid it like the plague — but that’s 
what the gospel is about. 

“Moroni brought those plates. That 
was the event. That saves it because 
he not only brought them, but he left 
them behind for us to look at. So we 
have the whole Book of Mormon, 
which is far and away the most mar- 
velous book in the whole world. Noth- 
ing can even remotely approach it,” 
Nibley said. 

He said, “What you want to do is 
get atestimony, then the rest is gravy 
from then on, if you work your head 
of! ae 

Ricks said he is most impressed by} 
Nibley’s absolute commitment, to the! 
gospel. “He is thoroughly grounded in 
the gospel and passionately devoted 
to it,” he said. 

“One can see that through much of 
what he has written. So much of it 
was written with the intent to help 
Latter-day Saints understand the 
richness of their own tradition bet- 
ter,” Ricks said. 

Nibley said, “Today’s situation is 
beautifully put down in the Lord’s 
own words in the 16th chapter of 3 
Nephi where he tells them what their 
success is going to be and what’s go- 
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ing to happen and so forth. It’s very 
strong.” 

He said 3 Nephi 16-20 speaks for 
him regarding the situation the world 
is in today. 

“T’ve always felt what was going to 
happen is just what has been happen- 
ing, always. I never had a chance. I 
wish I could have apologized and said, 
‘No, I was wrong, things aren’t as bad 
as that,’ but it’s always been so, it’s 
always come,” Nibley said. 

He said, “We have the gospel and 
we have our testimonies, and that’s 
the whole story. What else can we do? 
Spread the gospel.”

“He was very much a humanitar- 
ian,” said Linda Farnsworth, Philo’s 
daughter-in-law. He was always 
thinking of ways to make things bet- 
ter for his fellow men, she said. 

“He always had time to give advice 
to young people,” Elma said. 

Philo helped make inventors out of 
many people that worked with him, 
she said. He would encourage them to 
work on their ideas and to get patents 
for them. His work on television was 
probably Philo’s greatest accomplish- 
ment, but he thought his work on fu- 
sion was more important, his wife 
said. 

He was at BYU working on nuclear 
fusion near the time of his death, 
March 11, 1971. 

Philo did not have a chance to see all 
of his ideas realized, Elma said. One 
of his ideas was of a space station, 
which he thought of in terms of a self- 
sufficient colony where vegetables 
and animals would be raised. Repre- 
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sentatives from different professions 
would live together on the colony and 
travel in space. He was also inter- 
ested in genetics, Elma said. He 
wanted to work toward a goal of 
fewer deformed and mentally crip- 
pled babies. 

As advice to young inventors, Elma 
said not to be easily discouraged. 
“There were many things which Philo 
did which experts told him were im- 
possible,” she said. “But, he thought 
that he could do it, so he did.” 

“Anything that your mind can con- 
ceive, you can do if you put the neces- 
sary energy into it,” Elma said. “Do 
not set the sky as your limit.” 

In recognition of his contributions, 
a statue of Philo was erected next to 
one of Brigham Young in the U.S. 
Capitol rotunda’s Statuary Hall in 
Washington D.C. Each state is lim- 
ited to two statues. Other recogni- 
tions include a commemorative stamp 
made in his honor and induction into 
the National Inventors’ Hall of Fame 
in Arlington, Va.

Deakins was successful, and is now 
appearing in the Broadway produc- 
tion, playing the parts of Mortimer in 
part I and Lord Mowbray in part II 
until the last performance during the 
first week of April. 

He said he hadn’t considered going 
into acting until after his mission to 
Switzerland. 

“Even though I wasn’t a drama ma- 
jor, BYU was where I actually got my 
first experience acting,” Deakins 
said. “I decided I wanted to study film 
and had to take an elective course in 
acting just to fulfill the requirements. 
It snowballed from there and I did a 
show called ‘Antigone’ with Lael 
Woodbury who taught the class. For 
a time I decided I would shelve going 
into acting but it kept coming back to 
my mind. It seemed to me that it was 
becoming obvious that acting was go- 
ing to be what I was going to do with 
my life,” he said. 

“BYU gave me my first acting ex- 


“perience and helped me meet a lot of 


people who advised me about profes- 
sional acting and about my possibili- 
ties about acting,” Deakins said. “I re- 
ceived a great deal of help from 
Charles Metten, a professor of the- 
ater and film; Alex Star, an associate 
professor at the time, who gave me a 
lot of encouragement and pushed me 
harder than anyone else to pursue 
some kind of professional training;

Comparative literature professor 
Larry Peer gave Deakins inspirations 
and passion for learning. 

Deakins related one of his many in- 
teresting and bizarre experiences on 
stage. “When I was doing ‘Macbeth’ 
at the La Jolla Playhouse, I had one of 
the most embarrassing moments as 
an actor, I was dressed in a long cape 
with armor, leather and boots.” 

In one of the scenes, Deakins had to 
close a trap door. He came onto the 
stage and accidentally shut his cape 
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son Broadway 


into the trap door, and he couldn’t lift 
the door by himself. 

“I sat in the middle of the stage 
looking quite stupid, I was sure the 
audience and cast were wondering 
what I was doing sitting in the middle 
of the stage not going to my place,” he 
said. 

“I was getting all sorts of strange 
and funny looks from cast members 
on stage. Finally one of the cast mem- 
bers realized I was stuck and came 
over and helped me lift the trap door. 
I was sweating bullets and will re- 
member that scene for quite some 


‘ time,” he said. 


“That is what is exciting about the- 
ater — you only can do it one time and 
not try it again as in film, ” Deakins 
said. 

Deakins ultimately wants to work 
in film because he enjoys it and it pays 
more. “It is wonderful and great to 
work in front of a live audience in 
theater, it has the great texts of the 
classics but it doesn’t pay you very 
well unless you work in a Broadway 
show. 

“You really don’t make enough to 
subsist in a city like New York or Los 
Angeles where most theater actors 
work. 

“I think I want to get into television 
and am auditioning for a lot of TV and 
film. In a city like New York where 
there are literally thousands of actors 
looking for work I consider myself 
lucky being in a play,” Deakins said.

Ballerina dances to prima position 


Former BYU Theater Ballet performer works for Southern Ballet Theater

BYU graduates go into every walk 
of life, and from there some of them go 
on to dance their way to fame. 

Heather Sanders, a graduate from 
BYU in English and special educa- 
tion, is dancing as the principal female 
dancer at the Southern Ballet The- 
ater in Orlando, Fla. She has been 
dancing with the corps for two sea- 
sons and said she loves it. Sanders 
studied ballet here at BYU after she 
became a member of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
and was one of the principal dancers 
of Theater Ballet. 

After graduating from high school 
in Florida, Sanders went to the Uni- 
versity of Utah, where she danced 
with Ballet West II, a U of U program 
that was an extension of Ballet West. 
She danced with the company for two 
years before she moved to Atlanta, 
Ga. During that time, while she had 
heard of the Church, none of her LDS 
friends inspired any interest in the 
religion. 

Sanders apprenticed for the 1983- 
1984 season at the Atlanta Ballet as a 
demi-soloist. “It was a great opportu- 
nity,” Sanders said. 

Sanders’ husband said that in At- 
lanta, Sanders became very frus- 
trated with ballet as a profession. She 
was planning on quitting ballet when 
a friend invited her to church. 
Sanders said she went because she 
wasn’t going to any other church at 
the time. 

“I went and I really felt it was 
right. I joined the Church and decided 
to come out to BYU. I didn’t even 
know they had a ballet program and 
was planning on just taking some 
classes.” 

Sanders ended up being offered a 
scholarship if she would dance with 
Theater Ballet. Sanders was excited 
to find a good ballet program out 
here, so she kept going with dance. 

“T still miss them so much. I loved 
working with Theater Ballet,” 
Sanders said. She especially misses 
dancing with Mark Lanham, a BYU 
instructor, because he’s so good. 

Sanders, who started taking ballet 
at age four, was enrolled by her 
mother, who thought Sanders had too 
much energy and needed to have an 


outlet. From the time she was seven 
until she left Florida, Sanders studied 
with Thomas Mour, who had been a 
pupil of Nijinski. 

Going to high school and trying to 
dance was very difficult, Sanders 
said. “People weren’t very supportive 
of kids who wanted to get an educa- 
tion and still develop their arts. 

“I went straight from school to 
dance classes every day, and didn’t 
get done until 10 p.m. I did all my 
homework during lunch.” 

Sanders is now dancing in a corps 
she really likes. The atmosphere isn’t 
as intense as the one at the Atlanta 
Ballet, the quality of the corps is ex- 
cellent and there is the opportunity to 
have many good roles. 

“It’s really a nine-to-five job. We 
start at 9 a.m. when we have warm- 
up classes, then comes lunch and then 
we work on the piece that we’re doing 
just then. During performances I do 
have to put in a lot of extra hours,” 
she said. 

The Southern Theater Ballet per- 
forms five pieces a year. “The 
Nuteracker,” in which Sanders 
dances the Sugar Plum Fairy, is done 
every year. Right now the corps are 
working on “Gizzel;’ Sanders will 
dance the principal role of Gizzel. The 
company’s repertoire has a variety of 
pieces, ranging from full classical bal- 
lets to short modern acts. 

The company tries to dance one or 
two modern pieces each season. Last 
year, it performed the world premier 
of “Gym,” a modern piece that deals 
with the holocaust. A guest German 
dancer came, and Sanders danced 
main female lead. 

“It was a real challenge for me. I 
usually portray these cutsey charac- 
ters, but this time I had to play a very 
serious ballerina. The modern danc- 
ing was also a change, but I liked it.” 

Sanders plans to keep dancing, 
though a family might interrupt her 
ballet career. 

After two kids, she said she’d like 
to make use of her special education 
degree and work with handicapped 
children in movement. 

“Our family is very proud of 
Heather,” said Rachel Sanders, a 19- 
year-old sophomore majoring in mu- 
sic from Byron, Wyo., who is 
Sanders’ sister-in-law. “We've all 
kind of gotten into ballet.” 


Ballroom dancers 
go professional

BYU has the best ballroom dance 
team in the nation — if its record at 
nationals is anything to go by, and 
this No. 1 team has produced some 
No. 1 dancers.

BYU is known for producing great 
athletes who enter the ranks of pro- 
fessional basketball, and it looks like 
the upcoming talent found in fresh- 
men Shawn Bradley and Ken Roberts 
will continue a tradition that started 
with great players such as Danny 
Ainge and most recently Andy Tool- 
son. 

There are few people who would 
not remember the name Danny Ainge 
and what he accomplished while at 
BYU. Not only did he play basketball 
for the Cougars, but in the off season 
he played professional baseball for 
the Toronto Blue Jays. 

This multi-talented athlete who 
had a 53 percent field goal average, an 
81 percent free throw average, 4.6 
rebounds per game and 20.9 points 
per game, had the world at his feet at 
the young age of 20. 

But having the world at your feet 
can have its disadvantages. At the 
end of his college career, Ainge had to 
make a decision whether or not he 
was going to play professional base- 
ball or professional basketball. 

Ainge chose to play baseball for a 
year, but then decided he was a better 
basketball player. 

At the age of 22, Ainge was drafted 
by the Boston Celtics, where he 
played for five years. 

Ainge then packed up and moved to 
the West Coast where he began play- 
ing for the Sacramento Kings. 

Today you can see Ainge lighting 
up the court as the sixth man for the 
Portland Trailblazers. 

Ainge averages 11.5 points per 
game, shooting 47 percent from the 
field and 83 percent from the free 
throw line for the Trailblazers. 

During the days of Ainge there was 
also another great basketball player, 
Fred Roberts. 

Roberts, the older brother of BYU 
freshman forward Ken Roberts, shot 
an incredible 56 percent from the

Ex-BYU golfer Mike Reid sets example

“People expect great things from 
BYU and are seldom disappointed,” 
said former BYU golfer Mike Reid 
about his experiences throughout the 
world as a professional golfer. 

“I am always impressed with how 
much people know about BYU and 
the Mormon culture ... BYU has a 
great reputation around the world,” 
he said. 

Reid, a resident of Provo, Utah, 
left BYU in 1977, after being named 
to the All-American first team in 1974 
and 1975, to compete on the Profes- 
sional Golfer’s Association Tour. 

Three years after Reid began his 
professional golf career, he returned 
to the Provo area where he met Ran- 
dolyn Brockbank of Salt Lake City 
and married her in the Salt Lake 
Temple. They have four children: 
Brendalyn, 10; Lauren, 7; Daniel, 4; 
and Clarissa, 9 months old. 

The Reids have had a good influ- 
ence on other families on the tour be- 
cause they used to take the whole 
family on the road nearly 80 percent 
of the time until three years ago, his 
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wife said. Although it is difficult for 
the family to be with him all the time 
now, she knows that “his heart has 
been at home even though his body 
and mind have been on the road.” 

His most recent national achieve- 
ment in professional golf came two 
years ago when he became the World 
Series of Golf Champion. Reid can 
play in any tournament he wants 
without needing to qualify for it for 12 
years because of that accomplish- 
ment. “He is one of the more consis- 
tent golfers on the tour,” said Karl 
Tucker BYU head golf coach. 

“He (Reid) is one of the most well 
liked guys on the tour among his 
peers,” Tucker said. His wife said he 
is “well respected on the tour because 
of his standards and quiet nature; 
young golfers seek for his advice ... 
because he usually doesn’t say much, 
so when he speaks everybody lis- 
tens.” 

The first tournament he competed 
in as a professional golfer was at the 
Los Angeles Open. Feeling like an 
unknown rookie, his first professional 
tournament anxieties were coupled 
with his inability to play well.

spot for him in the tournament. A 
father and son followed him through- 
out one of the rounds in the L.A. 
Open. After finishing the round, Reid 
gave a golf ball to the boy. How the 
boy knew he went to BYU was un- 
known to him, but the boy turned to 
his father afterwards and _ said, 
“Someday I want to go to BYU.” 

“Once youre part of the fold, it’s a 
lifetime commitment,” Reid said. He 
tries to maintain high standards in his 
life because he feels that “you can 
never know who’s watching you.” 

“Coach Tucker would always say 
that it is more important to conduct 
yourself like a champion than to be a 
champion.... if you act like a cham- 
pion, you will be a champion,” he said. 
Tucker loves people and says we 
should put others first. Even when 
Reid did not play the best golf game, 
the coach would still be his best 
friend, Reid said. 

Although he can not enumerate all 
the ways Tucker has influenced his 
life, Reid said Tucker’s example 
helped give him the desire to be bap- 
tized a member of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints after his 
second year at BYU. 

He said the Church has given him a 
greater perspective on life than he 
previously had. The Church teaches 
that you’re never alone and “that’s a 
great comfort,” he said, especially 
when you travel to so many different 
places.

“BYU> has: produced many. - eat 
golfers since the time Tucker bee e 
the head coach at BYU in 1961. Under 
his direction, BYU has dominated the 
Western Athletic Conference, win- 
ning 17 championships in the past 20 
years.

Fredericks started running later ' 


than most athletes because he played 
soccer until he was 17 years old. He 
switched over to track when a coach 
at his senior secondary school, Con- 
cordia, told him he was fast and 
should be running track. 

, In Namibia, Fredericks said he 
would be happy if he was able to run 
five meets a year, while here he is 
running every weekend. 

A senior majoring in computer sci- 
ence, Fredericks decided to attend 
college in America because of racial 
tensions back home. 

At the University of South Africa, 
Fredericks would have been the first 
black athlete to run at an all-white 
university and he was not comfort- 
able with that arrangement, even 
though the university had offered him

“T didn’t want them to use me,” 
Fredericks said. “I didn’t want them 
to make promotions with me like, 


‘OK, we can have Frank Fredericks, a: 


black man, run against all these other 
white people.’ I didn’t want that. That 
way your own people start hating 
you. I didn’t want to get into politics 
so I just thought the best thing for me 
would be to run in a country where 
the color of your skin doesn’t make a 
difference.” 

Fredericks said if the people here 
had not been so friendly, he would not 
be as happy as he is now. 

Success came as a surprise to Fred- 
ericks, who thought he would come to 
America, get a degree, get a back- 
ground in athletics and then take the 
experience he gained back to his own 
country. 

However, Fredericks said he came 
to a good athletic school with a good 
coaching staff that helped him build 
on his talent, 

And succeed Fredericks has. In 
February he was named Most Valu- 
able Player of the meet at the Ne- 
braska Cornhuskers Invitational, 
where he won both the 200 in a meet 
record-setting time of 21.21 seconds 
and the 55-meter dash, setting a meet 
record as well as a personal record in 
the 55 in a time-of 6.15. 

It was Fredericks first MVP out- 
side the Western Athletic Conference 
and he said it felt good to be recog- 
nized outside the WAC against ath- 
letes he had not previously competed 
against. 

Fredericks holds the school record 
for the 100-meter dash with a time of 


400-meter run with a 46.28. 

Fredericks was named Outstand- 
ing Male Athlete of the meet for the 
1991 WAC indoor championships af- 
ter he took first in the long jump with 
a leap of 24 feet, 10 inches, first in the 
55 in atime of 6.17, and first in the 200 
with a time of 20.69.

Steve Bushman, owner and presi- 
dent of Bushman Press, said the top 
printing companies across the coun- 
try have been trying to merge with 
his company for several years. 

“We feel good about signing the let- 
ter of intent with Banta Corpora- 
tion,” Bushman said. “We share the 
same business philosophy.” 

“The marketing and operational 
disciplines of Bushman’s manage- 
ment and work force are similar to 
Banta’s,” said Calvin W. Aurand, 
chairman, Banta Information Ser- 
vices Group. 

Bushman, a BYU alumnus, em- 
ploys several BYU students. Bush- 
man said Banta also employs many 
BYU graduate students.

Much of the success had been at- 
tributed to “finding a niche in the 
printing industry,” Bushman said. 

As the company expanded, one ele- 
ment of strategy was to find states 
that were unionized. 

“We could go in and undercut the 
competitors,” Bushman said. 

Bushman Press has another fea- 
ture rarely found. 

“We spend zero dollars on advertis- 
ing and pay as we go along,” he said. 
“This alone allows the company a lot 


Many of his customers have been 
there from the beginning. As the list 
of clientele has expanded, the press 
has grown with them. 

The company has experienced a 


4,983 percent growth from 1983 to 
_ 1987, while keeping a 16 percent 
_— profit. 


In 1988 Bushman Press ranked 
36th as the fastest growing company 
in the nation according to “INC. 
Magazine.” In 1989, “INC. Magazine” 
ranked Bushman Press as No. 7. 

“Up until 1989 we did not have any 
salesmen,” Bushman said. “Our cus- 
tomers found out about us by word of 
mouth and we have always had more 
work than we could do.”

Youngest U.S. ambassador attended Y

BYU graduate Gregory Newell 
was the youngest person to ever 
serve as an ambassador. He served as 
United States ambassador to Sweden 
from 1985 until June 1989. He was 
36-years-old when he started. 

Contrary to what one might think 
Newell’s first job had no political ties. 
He worked as a janitor from 4 a.m. to 
7 a.m. during his years at BYU- 
Hawaii. 

Newell is now the International 
Managing Director for Nu Skin and 
the former president of Dow, Lohnes 
& Albertson Inc., an international 
business advisory firm. 

Newell is also a 1988 BY U graduate 
in international relations. He said, 
“My schooling took 22 years from the 
time I started because I followed a 
career in domestic political life as well 
as diplomacy,” he said. 

Between 1982 and 1985 Newell was 
assistant secretary of state for Inter- 
national Organization Affairs. His re- 
sponsibilities included the direction 
and coordination of U.S. multilateral 


foreign policy. He was ‘also the 
youngest assistant secretary of state 
in U.S. history. 

Newell said his advice to students 
is to “Study out in their minds what 
they really want to do and chart their 
course to deliver their dream.” 

The former ambassador became in- 
volved in politics in 1972, after re- 
turning from a one-and-a-half year 
mission to France, Belgium and Lux- 
embourg. 

When he was 22, he was appointed 
as a field representative for President 
Richard Nixon. 

In 1975, Newell was named staff 
assistant to President Gerald Ford, 
and from 1979 to 1980, he worked as 
deputy administrative assistant to 
the governor of Pennsylvania. 

In 1981, he was appointed special 
assistant to President Ronald Rea- 
gan. “In Washington, in particular, 
my nights consisted of about four 
hours sleep. In order to get every- 
thing done, my professional week 
ended about midnight on Friday. 
Then on Saturday, I would normally 
take over responsibilities in our home 
— washing and bathing the children,” 


Newell said. 

Newell met his wife Candilyn while 
speaking at BYU about his experi- 
ences as staff assistant to Ford. “She 
was a student, and I saw her in the 
crowd. She gave the closing prayer, 
and I asked who she was and called 
her. We saw each other every day 
that week.” 

Newell’s wife said embassy life in 
Sweden, was a “much richer, more 
challenging experience than I had an- 
ticipated. My husband and I worked 
very much as a team in meeting re- 
sponsibilities.” 

While attending BYU, Newell took 
a job placement test. 

“At the time I was a pre-med stu- 
dent. The job placement test said I 
would succeed at being an under- 
taker. At that time I moved from 
medicine and pursued politics,” he 
said. 

He is also active at the Center for 
Strategic and International Studies, 
the European Institute, the Interna- 
tional Society, the American-Scandi- 
navian Association and is a member of 
the Council of American Ambas- 
sadors. 
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Utah astronaut recalls rigors of training

After orbiting the earth five years 
ago, former astronaut Don Lind can 
be found enjoying life and teaching 
physics at Utah State University in 
Logan. 

When Lind graduated from the 
University of Utah in 1953, he joined 
the Navy hoping to get into flight 
school. When he finally received his 
orders, he had to wait a while before 
reporting to the Navy. 

It was during Lind’s wait in the fall 
of ’53 that he attended BYU for one 
semester. He did it “specifically to 
take classes from Hugh Nibley.” 

While at BYU, Lind “ran across the 
mission president’s daughter from my 
mission field (New England States) 
and by the end of the semester, we 
had an understanding.” 

Lind said, “I claim I got my educa- 
tion from the ‘U’ and my wife from the 
‘Y.’” Laughing, he added, “Of course, 
I have sent four or five of my children 
and most of my money to the ‘Y’ since 
then.” 

Lind spent four years in the Navy 
before going on to the University of 
California at Berkeley to receive his 
doctorate degree in high energy nu- 
clear physics. Immediately after- 
wards, he and 3,200 other people sent 
in applications for the position of as- 
tronaut. 

It was after a 60-hour physical and 
an “extensive paperwork analysis,” 
including letters of recommendation 
and a security check by the F'BI, that 
Lind became one of the 19 people fi- 
nally accepted. 

The physical took 10 hours on six 
different days and included two days 
of written examinations and two in- 
terviews, one with a medical board 
and one with the final selection board. 

The physical itself, Lind said, “in- 
cluded every medical test I’ve heard 
about and had a lot of stuff right out of 
the Spanish Inquisition.” 

Lind said, “I had the great misfor- 
tune of being in the group that was to 
go to the moon and had the last three 
flights canceled. And again in the 
group that was going to go up in the 
second Skylab, which was also can- 
celed.” He went on to say, “I waited 
an awfully long time to get a flight in 
the shuttle.” 

Lind’s dream finally came true 
April 29, 1985, when he and five other 
men, one pilot astronaut, three mis- 
sion specialists and two payload spe- 
cialists, flew the space shuttle Chal- 
lenger and performed 15 
microgravity experiments. 

He said the most exciting part of his 
whole experience was, “Lift-off, fol- 
lowed closely by the experience of re- 
entry.” 

The worst part of his career as an 
astronaut was “putting up with all of 
the bureaucratic frustrations,” he 
said. 

For those who wish to be a pilot 
astronaut, he said, “You have to have 
1,000 jet flight hours of high perfor- 
mance flight time, which means 
you’ve got to be in either the Air 
Force, Navy or Marines flying jet 
fighters.” 

Those who are mission specialists 
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Aquamarine 


Aquamarine comes from two 
main sources, and the two produce 
very different stones. Brazil was 
previously the primary source. 
Now, however, several African 
countries produce aquamarine as 
well. 

With aquamarine mined in Brazil, 
it is common to enhance the beauty 
of the gem by heating it to rid it of 
green overtones. Once the over- 
tones. are gone, the blues of the 
aquamarine make a lovely gem,: 
especially in gemstones of ten car- 
ats or more which show off their 
color to best advantage. Because of 
the size needed for color saturation, 
it ws long considered essential to 
have larger aquamarines for the 
best color. 

When aquamarines began to be 
mined in African countries, it was a 
different situation. African aquas 
are not susceptible to having their 
less attractive overtones removed 
by heating. It can no longer be 
assumed, therefore, that all aquas 
have been enhanced with this meth- 
od. The other difference was that 
African aquas had a much richer 
color in smaller sizes. 

As is always the case, the ques- 
tion is less ‘“‘Where did this gem 
come from?” than it is “Is this 
gem beautiful in the way I prefer?” 
If you are interested in aquamar- 
ine, that lovely green-blue of the 
sea, see what we have available. 
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usually have doctorates in either 
physical science, engineering or 
medicine, he said.

have to be able to pass the physical, 
whereas the inventor would not. 

Lind said the space program, is 
now “probably safer than when I 
flew. I think they’ve made excellent 
corrections.” 

“Nothing is perfectly safe. You are 
probably as safe flying the space shut- 
tle as you are driving on the freeways. 
Fifty thousand people a year get 
killed on the freeways, most of them 


by drunks, but you still drive on the 
freeways,” he said. 

Although he compared flying the 
shuttle to driving a car, there is no 
doubt in his mind which he would 
rather do. 

Lind has been teaching at Utah 
State University for the past five 
years. He’s been married to his wife 
Kathleen for 86 years. They have 
seven children and 11 grandchildren.
